The Maſter of the Rolles. 


3 Daſnuchas certiftcate hath bin made vnto the Boarde, ſubſcribed by theLozd Maio? of the Cittie of 
ERA London and the Aldermen his Bzethzen, whereby it appeareth that an Engine hath lately been ſer vp fox 
the making of Needles, which hath pꝛoued very dangerous to be w20ught with all, foz the ſpopling and 

W maming ofthe Kings liege Subiects, and that the vſe thereok is very dangerous, andhath depyiued great 
numbers of pooe people oftheir meanes and liuelyhood in theſe late times of ſcarcitie,who foꝛmerly could 
get their liuing by the Art of Needle- making: and laſtly, that thoſe who wozke with the laid Engine, 

dot employ much bad ſtuſfe, to the defrauding of allſuch as buy the Needles made therewith. 

In regard whereof, the Loꝛd Maioꝛ and Aldermen hauing vled all meanes to caule the parties woꝛking with the laid 
Engine aànd bad ſtuſfe, to appeare befoze them to anſwer thele leueral points: :hey notwithſtanding withdꝛaw themſclues 
into vnknowne places, oz elſe vtterly refuſe to make anſwer to what may be obtected againſt them. 

Theix Loꝛdſbips vpon due conſideration of the pꝛemiles haue thought ſit, and accoꝛdingly oꝛdered that the ſaid Engine, 
with ſuch deceitfull Needles, ſhall from hencefozth be vtterly Cuppzeſſed, not onely in the Cittie of London, but in all his 
Maieſties Dominions, in whoſe hands ſocuer they be found, to ed and defaced, ik no cauſe be ſbewed to the contrary 
by Wedneſday next, which will be the twenty eight of this pꝛelent January. Ind what is thought meete, and oꝛdered by 
their Loꝛdſbips that the pzices of Needles ſhall be no greater then they haue beene lold thele laſt twentie yeares, noꝛ the 
Needles, wozkmanthip, oz ſtuffe, be of no leſſe goodnes, but of Steele. And laſtly it is oꝛdered, that if notwithſtanding 
the pꝛohibition of the koꝛelaid Engine and bad Needles, if any perſon oz perſons [ball pꝛeſume to vle the ſaid Engine oz baſe 
ſtuffe, oz in anyother maner diſobay this Oꝛder, the partie oz parties ſo offending may ve appꝛehended and carried bekoꝛe 
the next Juſtice, in whoſe hands * they be found, to haue ſuch puniſhment as their contempt ſhall be found to deſeruc.
